The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said the 
astronauts completed scheduled 
training activities Friday and 
that they were free this week­ 
end to do as they please, within 
the limits of a medical isolation 
that confines them to three 
areas at Cape Kennedy and re­ 
stricts their contacts with other 
persons. 
But David R. Scott, James B. 
Irwin and Alfred M. Worden 
are active men. And it’s likely 
they’ll be busy. NASA said the 
spaceship 
simulators 
were 
being kept on standby for any 
final practice runs the crew 
might want to make. 
The medical isolation permits 
them, to drive to nearby Patrick 
Air Force Base to make profi­ 
ciency flights in T38 jets or in 
helicopters. They flew the jets 
last weekend. 
AH three are athletic, and be­ 
fore a busy simulator schedule 
Friday, Worden 
and Irwin 
played tennis for an hour on 
the court behind their crew 
quarters. 
Ann Lurton Scott and Mary 
Ellen Irwin visited their hus­ 
bands with their children Fri­ 
day evening, as did the two 
daughters of Worden, who is di- 
vorcd.

Everything Short has done 
since last October when he an­ 
nounced at the World Series 
that he was bringing Curt Flood 
back to baseball seems to have 
misfired. Flood is the center 
fielder who refused to report to 
Philadelphia when the St. Louis 
Cardinals traded him for the 
1970 season. He sat out an entire 
year, most of it in Europe, and 
sued baseball because he didn’t 
like the game’s reserve clause. 
Short, to get Flood back in the 
game, advanced the former star 
something like a half year's sa­ 
lary. Before too many games 
Flood packed up and took a 
plane to Europe. 
The Denny McLain case was 
something 
else. 
McLain 
had 
been 
under 
suspension, 
but 
Short figured he would not only 
be a big draw' but would win for 
the Senators. Short was wrong 
on both counts. McLain became 
a chronic loser and on July 10, 
when he lost his 15th game in 20 


decisions, he was placed on the 
disabled list. 


To get McLain from Detroit, 
Short had to give up the strong 
side of his infield—third base­ 
man 
Aurelio 
Rodriguez 
and 
shortstop 
Ed 
Brinkman—and 
veteran pitcher Joe Coleman. 


Calvin Griffith had his answer 
to Washington baseball 11 years 
ago. He moved the team to Min­ 
neapolis-St. Paul. 
It’s “stupidity" to have a 
team in Washington, Griffith 
said.

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12-DAY JOURNEY 


Apollo 15, scheduled for launching 
from Cape Kennedy on Monday, will be 
the fourth manned space flight to land 
on the moon. Even so, Apollo 15 can 
claim 
numerous 
“firsts.” 
Astronauts 
David Scott, Alfred Worden and James 
Irwin will be away from earth longer — 
12 days and 7 hours — than any previous 
Apollo crew. Scott and Irwin will spend 
three days on the moon’s surface and 20 
hours outside the lunar module. In con­ 
trast, Apollo 11 astronauts Neil A. Arm­ 
strong and Buzz Aldrin spent less than a 
day on the moon and only about one 
hour walking on the surface. 
At 107,500 pounds, the Apollo 15 pay­ 
load will be the largest ever sent aloft 
by a Saturn 5 rocket. Much of the addi­ 
tional weight belongs to the Lunar Rov­ 
ing Vehicle (LVR or Rover), which will 
enable Scott and Irwin to travel as far 
as five miles from the spacecraft. The 
Rover is an environmentalist’s dream: It 
can carry twice its own weight and emits 
no exhaust fumes. One drawback is its 
cost of $38 million. 
The space walk, out of fashion since 
termination of the Gemini program, will 
enjoy a renaissance during the Apollo 15 
mission. Worden will venture outside the 
orbiting command module on a tether to 
retrieve film from a camera designed to 
map the moon’s surface. It is estimated 
that three-fourths of the command mod­ 
ule’s 74 orbits will pass over previously 
unphotographed terrain. 
Television coverage of the Apollo 15 
mission will be more extensive than that 
of any earlier flight in the series. A TV 
camera on the Rover will relay to earth 
pictures of the mountainous area tra­ 
versed by Scott and Irwin. The same 
camera will cover, for the first time, the 
lunar module’s liftoff from the surface. 
And another camera, aboard the com­ 
mand module, will photograph Worden’s 
spacewalk. Scott and Irwin will break 
new ground even when they are doing 
nothing.

Apollo 15 mission director, has disclosed 
that the two astronauts will be the first 
to take off their space suits before going 
to sleep. They will wear coveralls instead.

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JUSTIFIED RESENTMENT 


Advocates of measures to deprive law- 
abiding private citizens of the right of 
gun ownership have a problem. They 
find themselves confronted with a grow­ 
ing body of irate citizenery which is sick 
and tired of seeing criminals riding 
roughshod over the sanctity of person 
and property while those who uphold the 
law are castigated by the politicians as if 
they were criminals simply because they 
oppose abridgment of firearm ownership.* 
Typical of the reaction of gun owning 
sportsmen and concerned citizens to 
sweeping antigun measures was appar­ 
ent in the state of Connecticut when sev­ 
eral gun control bills were being con­ 
sidered by the State’s General Assembly. 
Some 4,000 hunters, target shooters, gun 
collectors and ordinary freedom-loving 
individuals packed the State Capitol to 
make known their views. Typical of those 
views was the comment of one opponent 
of the antigun proposals who happened 
to be a woman. She said, “Sportsmen re­ 
sent being told they must have an ID 
card, permits and licenses to enjoy their 
sports. They are tired of seeing persons 
who use firearms in crime go free while 
law-abiding citizens are harassed . . 
The gun control legislation already on 
the books has not been effective in curb­ 
ing crime, and there is little reason to be­ 
lieve further legislation would help the 
situation. That is why gun control advo­ 
cates that tar the law-abiding and the 
criminal with the same brush are find­ 
ing growing public resentment toward 
lenient treatment of criminals and pro­ 
posals to disarm the law-abiding citizen.

Many Persons 
Cutting Down 
On Buying 
NEW YORK (AP) - While 
moves made in Washington re­ 
ceive most of the credit or 
blame for directing the course 
of the economy, less publicized 
decisions made over the kitchen 
table have tremendous impact 
too.The decision by millions of 
ordinary Americans to cool It, 
for exam,pie. A:ware that the 
economy had overheated, as 
evidenced by higher prices in 
every type of store, consumers 
decided on direct action: they 
cut down on buying. 
In 1970, more than $8.85 bil­ 
lion was owed on charge ac­ 
counts. Latest figures for this 
year show the total reduced be- ¡ 
low $8 billion. In March it 
dropped all to $7.2 billion, al­ 
though it has risen some since 
then. 
Much of the energy that was 
diverted from buying was di­ 
rected toward paying bills. In 
1969. about $95 billion in in­ 
stalment credit was repaid. 
Last year it topped $100 billion. 
This year’s rate is higher than 
that.Unfortunately, there is a less 
constructive aspect of the pic­ 
ture. 
While many Americans are 
able to pay off their bills, an 
increasing number are not. 
Personal bankruptcies are ris­ 
ingViewed over a number of 
years, there is nothing surpris­ 
ing about the bankruptcy pic­ 
ture. Because of ever-larger 
population, the number tends to 
grow over a long period of 
time. 
In 1967. however, it appeared 
to have topped out. Bank­ 
ruptcies in that year reached a 
high of more than 191,000. The 
figure fell In both 1968' and 1969, 
but now It Is moving up again, 
and probably will top 180,000 
this year. 
One of the big reasons for 
personal bankruptcies, a falling 
stock market, may not be as 
much a factor this year as in 
the immediate past, The mar­ 
ket Is much higher than a year 
ago, even if it is well below its 
recent highs. 
However, a persistently high 
rate for unemployment is ex­ 
pected. Although the jobless 
rate was measured at 5.6 per 
cent in June, compared with 6.2 
per cent a month earlier it is 
expected to1 be back in the 6 
per cent area this month. 
Commission rates on stock 
purchases aren’t likely to drive 
any small investor into bank­ 
ruptcy, even though some bro­ 
kers claim that they are head­ 
ed that way if they don't get a 
better price for their services 
But, as in other parts of the 
economy, the buyer has de­ 
cided that he isn’t going to ac­ 
cept higher charges without a 
fight.
